CRISIS REACHED 
IN COEDUCATION. 


President James of North- 


western Warns Trustees 
That Change in Pol- 
icy Is N eeded. 


|TOO-FEW MEN STUDENTS. 


Present System Increasing En- 
rojilment of Women and 
Menacing Work of 
College. 


SOME REMEDIES OFFERED. 


*Coeducation as a system not only has 
ceased to make new converts but there are 
indications that it is losing ground in the 
territory which it had won. A new period 
,of questioning is upon us. Recent events 
point to a serious crisis in the history of this 


| movement, It is plain that the way out of 


the difficulty lies not in diminishing or 
abridging the privileges of the women but 
in doing for the men what we have been do- 
ing for the women for years past—making 
the college an increasingly profitable and 
pleasant place for them.”’ 

This was the warning note sounded by 
Edmund J. James, the new President of 
Northwestern University before the Board 
of Trustees of that institution yesterflay. 
It was his first public utterance’ pertaining 
to his policy, and the seriousness with which 
he treated a subject which has been worry- 


ing the university authorities made an im- 


pression on the trustees. 


Suggests Some Safeguards. 

President James did not point out a danger 
without suggesting sOme safeguards, and as 
immediate needs for the university tending 
to increase the attendance of men students 
he recommended: 

comfortable and modern dwelling 
place—a_ (first-class, thoroughly equipped, 
modern dormitory, where for a reasonable 
price young men may obtain lodgings suit- 
able for the purposes of a college student. 

“A collegé commons, where the young 
men may obtain at a reasonable price health- 
ful and abundant food. 

‘“‘A large and well equipped gymnasium, 
sufficient to the entire student 
body. 

“ The dectal side of college life must be 
considered and its interests advanced by a 
commodious students’ club, similar:to that 
unique creation—the Houston Hall—at the 
University of Pennsylvania, where all the 
men students may come together in an in- 
formal way, and where all college organiza- 
tions, the Young Men’s Christian associa- 
the Athletic committee, the editors 
of: the ‘college papers, etc., may have their 

Conditions at 

Speaking directly of the conditions which 
confront him at Northwestern, President 
James said: 

‘The number of women Is Increasing rela- 


we 


| tively more rapidly in proportion than the 


number of men, and if the present rate 
should continue for another decade the wom- 
en would form considerably more than half 
of the total mumber of students—a condi- 
tion which many friends of the university 
would view with concern.” 


Women Specially Favored. 

As to causes which have led to this con- 
dition, Mr. James said: 

“We have to a considerable. degree been 
offering special inducements to women—may 
have even to some exteht discriminated 
against the men. In our curriculum we have 
been expanding those subjects to which 
women are specially devoted—language, 
literature, music, elementary s¢cience—to the 
neglect of the social, economic, technical, 
and advanced scientific subjects in which 
men are chiefly interested. In our college 
life we have offered good homés in college 
houses at reasonable, nay, at low, rates, but 
have done practically nothing of the sort 
for the men.”’ 


Attitude of Other Schools. 

That other educational institutions had 
changed their attitude toward this system, 
President James said was proved by their 
policy. 

“The Leland Stanford University,’ he 
continued, ‘‘is reported to have accepted 
in its deeds of gift a provision that the wom- 
en students should not exceed a certain fixed 
number. Wesleyan University at Middleton 
has limited the number of women to a fixed 
proportion, 20 per cent of the men. The 


University of Chicago is credited with the | 


intention of making certain important 
changes in the administration of the sys- 
tem, such as separating the men and women 
in the lower classes. With Northwestern 
University, the recent acting President asks 
the pointed question in his last annual re- 

port to your body: ‘Is the system of co- 
education, in Northwestern University on 
trial?’ and answers it with a ‘ perhaps!’ "’ 


, Serious Crisis at Hand. 

Summing up the difficulties presented, and 
asserting the problem contained new feat- 
ures demanding caréful consideration, Mr. 
James said: 

*“ All these things and many others of like 
kind point to a serious crisis, and it behooves 
those of us who believe in coeducation to 


study the situation with all seriousness. The 


grounds of discussion have changed entirely 
in the last géneration. The old objections 
have lost their force and entirely new ones 
are now to the front. One hears oftener the 
claim that the increasing number of women 
tends to feminize the institutions where 
they are, and in some cases to such extent 
as to discourage the attendance of men. 

‘* A sort. of vague prejudice has arisen in 
the country at large which indicates anew 
attitude of the public mind toward the whole 
problem.

More Money for Repairs.

[WAR IN TREOSOPRY CAMP 


LEADER OF AMERICAN BROTHER- 


HOOD OPENLY ACCUSED. 


Dr. Jerome Anderson, Until Recently 
President of the Point Loma, Cal., 
Branch, Declares Mrs. Katherine 
Tingley Has Disrupted the Order— 
Tells Strange Story of a “Freakish 
Oriental Court” and Declares Out of 
140 Lodges Only a Dosen Now Exist. 


San Diego, Cal., March 28.—[Spectal.]—The 
announcement that Mrs. Katherine Tingley, 
the leader of the American Theosophical so- 
ciety, has been obliged to ‘‘accept’”’ the 
resignation of Dr. Jerome Anderson as Prest- 
dent of the Point Loma Universal Brother- 
hood has revealed an astonishing situation 
in theosophical circles. 

Dr. Anderson is in open rebellion against 
Mrs. Tingley. He declares she usurped the 
position of leader of the Theosophists, that 
she spent $800,000 on a “ freakish Oriental 
court ’’ at Point Loma, and went to live there 
with a court “ such as has never been seen 
off a comic opera stage *"’; that she invented 
new court regulations and new branches of 
theosophy, such as the “ Schoo! for the Re- 
vival of the Lost Mysteries of Antiquity "’; 
that she compels men and women of wealth 


and high social position to wear “‘ long gowns | 


and ridiculous hats ” in her presence. 

Professor Anderson finally declares that 
of the 140 prosperous lodges organized by 
W. P. Judge not more than a dozen exist to- 
day and that soon all adherents of the cult 
would have tocrawl into Mrs. pres- 
ence ‘‘on all fours.’”’ 


Explaining His Resignation. 


In explaining his resignation Dr. Ander- 
son said: “I stood’ by Mrs. Tingley as long 
as I could and still retain my manhood and 
my belief in the real tenets of theosophy. I 
am still a theosophist and do not propose 
to help found another organization. But un- 
der Mrs, Tingley’s management the th§- 
osophy of the country is being left to take 
care of itself and its name is being used to 
collect hundreds of thousands of dollars {o 
spend in equipping and maintaining this 
freakish Oriental gourt of .hers at Point 
Loma. But before I speak further of that [ 
want to give some historical data that will 
make the story clear. 


Foundation of. Theosophy. 
“The Theosophical society was founded by 


-Mme. Blavatsky, who, when she died, ap- 


pointed as her successors, so it is claimed, 
William Q. Judge and Annie Besant. That 
matter has always been in dispute, and in 
1895 Judge broke from the order and organ- 
ized the Theosophical Society of America, 

‘* Judge died within a year after he started 
the insurrection, but even in that time 140 
ladges had been organized in the United 
States and the movement seemed to be 
sweeping all before it. Then came Mrs. Ting- 
ley’s claim to the leadership, based on some 
scraps of writing in Judge’s personal diary, 
in which he spoke of her fitness to succeed 
him because of her remarkable qualities as 
a medium. He never formally selected her. 
She assumed her office and immediately 
caused another reorganization, 
name of the Universal Brotherhood, and the 
adoption of a constitutf6n and bylaws giv- 
ing her absolute power in all things. All 
the real and personal property of the brother- 
hood was put into her name and she became, 
to all intents and purposes, not only the head 
Of the érder, but the order itself. 


Mrs. Tingley’s Comic Opera Court. 

‘‘Now witness what she has done. She 
stopped the magnificent work of promotion 
inaugurated by Judge, discouraging workers 
because of the personal homage which she 
insisted should be done her. No enthusiasm 
was possible then. She bought this land at 
Point Loma and went to live there with a 
court such as has neyer been seen off a 
comic opera stage. 

‘* She has spent $300,000 at Point Loma, and 
with every dollar that has gone into the es- 
tablishment she has invented new court regu- 
lations. I have seen men and women of 
wealth, education, and high social position 
humble themselves before her in a way that 
sensible people can hardly conceive of. 


_ Long Gowns and Ridiculous Hats. | 


**I stood it myself for a while. I wore 
long gowns and ridiculous hats in her pres- 
ence and tried to take part in the foolish 
ceremonies with some belief that they might 
have a meaning. But I knew it meant that 
pretty soon we would have to crawl into 
Mrs. Tingley’s presence on all fours. It 
grew worse with every visit I made, and I 
finally threw the whole thing up. 

‘As an organization theosophy has gone 
all to pieces under Mrs. Tingley. Of the 140 
prosperous lodges organized by Judge not 
more than a dozen exist today, and the only 
work in the spreading of the truth has been 
done by Colonel Olcot d his loyal follow-

Merchants’ National Directors 
Present Their Fifty Em- 
ployes $70,000 to 
$80,000. 


SUMS FROM $50 TO $12,000. 


This Is Last Day Before Absorp- 
tion of the Institution in 
the Corn Ex- 
change, 


GIFTS A TOTAL SURPRISE. 


The Merchants’ National Bank presented 
its fifty clerks with farewell gifts yesterday 
afternoon. The gifts\were in cash and ag- 
gregated between $70,000 and $80,000, as dol- 
lars go, besides carrying great good wishes 
for the men’s future, _ 

The presents were handed out without 
ceremony, and before the recipients knew 
what the envelopes contained the chief offi- 
cers of the institution had put on their hats 
and departed. 

This will be the last day of the old bank's 
existence; and on Monday it will be merged 
into the Corn Exchange National. 

Qne employé of the bank, who had held his 
position for over thirty-seven years, received 
a check for $12,000, while the night watch- 
man received one for $1,000. Another em- 
ployé found a check in his envelope for 
$8,000, and the lowest amount of money given 
any clerk was $50. That was awarded toa 
messenger boy who had served the institu- 
tion only a few months. The sige of the 
checks was proportional to the length and 


' value of the men’s services. 


Gifts a Complete Surprise, 

The gifts came as a complete surprise to 
all. As they were preparing late in the 
afternoon to leave the bank on what was 
next to the last day of their connection with 
the institution, Vice President F. W. Crosby 
asked each to step to his desk. Each man 
filed up to the desk of his old employer rath- 
er expecting to be told good-by. 

Without a word Mr. Crosby began to hand 
out sealed envelopes to each clerk or other 
employé. With a smile he suggested that 
all postpone opening them until they had 
left the bank building. All obeyed, not an 
envelope being torn open until its owner 
had passed through the door. Then the 
officers left hurriedly. 


Letter in the Envelopes. 

‘When the men tore the seals and read the 
letter they found the following: 

“Chicago, March 28, 1902.—My Dear Sir: 
The sum represented by the inclosed check 
has been voted you by the directors of this 
. bank in recognition faithful service 
with us, and we give it to you with great. 
pleasure and with every good Wish sabe 
future welfare. Your friends, 

“Cc. J. Buarr, President, 
“ F. W. Crossy, Vice President, 
C. Cashier.”’ 

The most fortunate employé found the 
check for $12,000, while the next largest sum 
was $3,000. Gifts of $2,500, $2,000, and $1,500 
were numerous, and few received less than 
several hundred dollars. 


Figuring on the Total. 

When a few of the old clerks gathered out- 
side and began figuring on the probable sum 
of money given away by the bank they found 
it surely exceeded $70,000 and probably 
reached $80,000. 

Every employé of the retiring bank has 
already found a new position. This is taken 
to indicate a strong demand for men of 
clerical training. Some have secured bank- 
ing positions; but more have gone into other 
lines of business. The Corn Exchange Na- 
tional Bank desired to employ a large num- 
ber of the old clerks, and did secure some 
of them, but many had already secured other 
jobs.

KILLS MAN TO SAVE HONOR 


IOWA WOMAN SHOOTS ASSAILANT 
AT LAS VEGAS, N. M. 


Ss. Judd, a Former Resident of 
Chicago, Is Slain by’ Mrs. G. B. 
‘Walker of Miles, Ia., in Her Apart- 
ments at Southwestern Health Re- 
sort—Declares He Attacked Her and 
She Fired in Self-Defense, No One 
Within Hearing. 


Las Vegas, N. M., March 28.—[ Special. 
J. 8. Judd, formerly of Chicago, was shot and 
killed thig afternoon by Mrs. G. B. Walker, 
a health seeker from Miles, Ia.,:in her apart- 
mentg here. Mrs. Walker says Judd at- 
tacked her, 

No one saw the shooting. Juda drove to 
town from the Montezuma Hotel at the Hot 
Springs. He went to Mrs. Walker's apart- 
ments, ostensibly to procure some photo- 
graphic negatives she had borrowed from 
Mrs. Judd. 

A few moments later there was a shot. 
Mrs. Walker came down-stairs, handed her 
revolver to her landlord, told him Judd had 
attacked her, and she had killed him. Then 
she telegraphed her husband, who is a farm- 
er living at Miles, that she had killed a 
man and asking him to come at once. 


Says She Shot in Self-Defense. 


Mrs; Walker is calm. Shé says this was 
Judd’s fourth attack upon her, and that, be- 
ing aléne with no one within call, she had 
no alternative, and-shot to protect herself. 

The murdered man was'55 years of age. He 
had three sons, who are physicians, one. of 
‘Whom ts chief surgeon at the Mojites 
hotel and sanitartum. Judd arid his wife 
Were guests of this son. They had been 
here for months. 

Mrs. Walker Was here alone. She is 35 
years of age and a remarkably handsome 
woman, a brunette, extremely tall and 
graceful, with brilliant eyes. She came from 
her home in Iowa last fall. For a time she 
maintained apartments in the same residence 
where Mr. and Mrs. Judd were quartered. 
When she moved from this apartment-house 
she carried with her some photographic 
negatives belonging to Mr. Judd. 

Attacked in Her Room. 


Her apartments now are over a photogra- 
pher’s galllery near the heart of the town. 
Two young women apartments, 
but neither was present today when Judd 
called. On entering her rooms she says ‘he 
asked if she was alone, and was told that 
she was. She says she withdrew to her 
room to procure the negatives, and that he 
followed her. He threw his arm around her, 
she says, and she struggled with him until 
she reached her revolver, which was on a 
table near the bed. She fought with Judd, 
pressed the revolver against his head, and 
fired. Judd fell to the floor without a cry 
or movement. 

An excited crowd answered the revolver’s 
report by rushing up the stairway. Mrs. 
Walker anticipated them. Before the first 
reached her room she had rushed down- 
stairs and given herself and her revolver 
over to her landlord. She was placed in 
charge of a special officer. 

Her room bore evidence of a struggle. 

The Coroner's inquest has been postponed 
until Walker’s arrival. Mrs. Walker's at- 
torneys have ordered her not to talk.

HOUSE TALKS OF DESERTERS. 


‘President’s Policy of Refusing to Clear 
Records of Former Soldiers Is Sub- 
ject of Debate. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—The Presi- 
dent’s policy with regard to the veto of bills 


| to remove the charge of desertion from the 


records of soldiers came in for considerable 
discussion in the House today. 

Mr. Mann of Illinois degjared that.Con- 
gress should consider the attitude of the 
President toward a certain class of bills. 
He denied that the President had declared 
that he would sign no bills correcting the 
military records of soldiers. The President, 
he said, had objected to the form of some of 
these bills, which, instead of permitting the 
Secretary of War to change the military rec- 
ord, required him to make the change. 

Mr. Robinson of Indiana interrupt to 
say that Congress should act as an inde- 
pendent branch of the government. It 
should not abdicate its powers. If the Presi- 
dent did not approve an act of Congress the 

' responsibility would not rest with him. 

Mr. Hay of Virginia contended that if 
special bills were only to be permissive, not 
directory, then Congress had as well pass a 
general law giving the Secretary of War 
———- to change military records of any 
soldier. 

President Roosevelt today sent to thé 
House a veto of the bill for the relief of 
Emanvel Kiauser from the charge of de- 
sertion. 

The President says this bill, like the Sen- 
ate bill in the case of James W. Howell, not 
only authorizes the President to act, but also 
orders the Secretary of War to revoke and 

set aside the order approving the proceed- 
ing, findings, and sentence of a ‘general 
court-martial, and to grant an honorable 
discharge. 

“It appears to imply,” says the President, 
“ the possession by Congress of the power of 
overruling and reversing by statute a valid 
judgment. If it did not do that it was simply 
an exercise of the pardoning power. It is 
questionable whether Congress possesses 
either of these powers, and when the bill di- 
rected the Secretary of War to revoke an 
order, Congress, in fact, did the thing which 
it ordered him todo.” .

hands of President Roosevelt; to be accepted 
at the convenience of the latter. | 

Mr. Evans wil] remain in his present posi- 
tion at the request of the President until 
a successor can be chosen and a position be 
found for Mr. Evans which will be a promo- 
tion as a reward for his services in the Pen-' 
sion’ buréau. ‘This position will, it is said, 
be in the diplomatic service, probably at 
Madrid, Havana, or Tokio. “ae 

In an official statément given out at the 
White House tonight with Mr. Evans’ resig- 
nation, President Roosevelt highly com- 
mends the Pension Commissioner for the 
able and honest manner in which he has ad- 
ministered the affairs of his office. 


Resignation Dated March 15. 


Mr. Evans’ resignation, which was sent to 
the President more than ten days ago, is as 
follows: 

‘‘ Department of thé Interior, Bureau of 
Pensions, Washington, D. C., March 15, 1902. 
—To the President: For some time I have 
been considering the question of resigning.

It soon will be five years since I assumed the 
duties of this office, and I now havé the honor 
of tendering you my resignation as Commis- 
sioner of Pensions, and will thank you to ac- 
cept the same at as early a date as may sul 
your convenience. .

President Promises Promotion. 


The President's statement commending the 
Commissioner of Pensions is as follows: 

** Mr. Evans some months ago verbally ex- 
pressed his desire to resign, and finally put 
it in writing on March 15. The President, 
however, has told him that he will have to 
remain as commissioner, in the first place, 
until his successor has been determined upon, 
and in tHe second place until there is some 
position to tender him which the President 
will regard as a promotion and as a fitting 
reward for his excelfent services in the de- 
partment.”’ 

General Torrance, Commander of the G. 
A. R., was at the White House today and 
had lunch with the President. The resigna- 
tion of Mr. Evans was discussed, and later 
the commissioner himeelf had a long confer- 
ence with President Roosevelt, after which 
it was decided to make public the resignation. 

It was Officially announced at the White 
House tonight that no successor had been 
chosen, but a number of names are under 
consideration. Among them are ex-Repre- 
sentatives Peters and Blue of Kansas and 
Frank L. Campbell, the Asisstant Secretary 
of the Interior. 

None of these is a strong candidate, and 
there is little likelihood of any of them being 
appointed. 


May Be Minister to Spain. 

Commissioner Evans’ new post in all prob- 
ability will be the mission to Spain, although 
he is mentioned as the new Minister to Cuba. 
It is also said he may be sent to Japan as 
the successor of Minister Buck. Changes 
in the two old posts are likely to be made, and 
it would not be surprising if Mr. Evans 
should be sent to Madrid, as he would like 
to spend a few yearsin Spain. The President 
wants a Spanish scholar for the Cuban mis- 
sion, and as Commissioner Evans does not 
speak that language this fact may bar him 
from that post. 

For four years the old soldiers and the

IGNORE CHRISTMAS’ CHARGES. 


American and Danish Governments 
Consider Claims Preposterous— 
Denial Issued. 


| Washington, D. C., March 28.—The State 
department will take no steps to bring to the 
attention of the Danish government the 
| charges against the integrity of American 
statesmen preferred by Captain Christmas 
and yesterday brought to the attention of the | 
House of Representatives. The department 
regards the charges as unworthy of its at- 
tention by reason of insufficient evidence 
and. obvious: error in statements of alleged 
facts. The department is perfectly aware 
also that the Danish government does not 
intend to pay one cent of the $500,000 claimed 
by Christmas as his commission, so that of 
course none of that money could be used to 
corrupt American statesmen and news- 
papers. 
W. C. Brown Issues Denial. 
New York, March 28.—Wilbur C. Brown, 
partner of Abner McKinley, whose name 
was mentioned with the Christmas charges 
made public in Congress yesterday, has sent 
the following letter to Representative Dal- 
zell, chairman of the Investigating com- 
mittee: 

** Dear Sir: The papers this morning con- 
tain extracts read in Congress yesterday 
from insidious charges alleged by one Walter 
Christmas in connection with the purchase of 
the Danish West Indies. So far as these 
charges Telate to Mr. Abner McKinley and 
myself they are unqualifiedly and maliciously 
false In every particular. I shail be giad to 
appear before your committee at any time 
you may desire. W. C. Brown.”’ 


Ridiculed in 

COPENHAGEN, March 28.—The Christ- 
mas scandal is not discussed here, nor are 
the facts in the case published in Copen- 
hagen, although a full account of Congreas- 
man Richardson’s statemefits in Congress 
was telegraphed to the semi-official news 
agency in this city. Denmark, however, 
has heard from both Captain Walter Christ- 
ruas and Niels Gron, who also has claimed 
to have acted as a Danish agent in nego- 
‘tiating the sale of the Danish West Indies. 
Each claimed a commission, but the govern- 
ment has refused to recognize either of 
them, declaring that neither was ever con- 
nected with the negotiations in the slightest 
degree. A newspaper referred to the contro- 
versy during the latter part of February, 
but it did not take Gron or.Christmas se- 
riousty. Gron started for America soon 
afterwards.

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MAY GBT CUBAN POST 


FORMER CONSUL MENTIONED FOR 
PLACE AS MINISTER. 


General in Favor with President 
Roosevelt and He Is Deemed Espe- 
_ clally Qualified for the New Office— 
Only Obstacle Is That He Would 
Have to Give Up His Pay as Retired 
Army Man—Services Before the War 
with Spain Appreciated. | 


Washingon, D. C., March 28.—[Special.]— 
General Fitzhugh Lee is now mentioned 
prominently as the first United States Min- 
ister to Cuba. 

The Virginian is well thought of by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and his services at Havana 
previous to and during the Spanish war 
have qualified him for this position to the 
utmost degree. , 

General Lee speaks the Spanish language 
fluently, one df the first qualifications desired 
by the President in the United States repre- 
sentative at Havana, where many important 
and delicate diplomatic negotiations will 
take place. 


Cannot Draw Double Salary. 

‘There is one obstacle in the way of General 
Lee's acceptance of this post.. He is a Brig- 
adier General.on.the retired list... He cannut 
draw two salaries. from the government at 
one time, and If he accepts the Cuban mission 
he would be compelled to give up his salary 
as a retired officer. 

Then, too, General Lee is a candidate for the 
Governorship of Virginia, and if he is elected 


there would be no objection to drawing one 


salary from the State of Virginia and an- 
other from the national government. 

It would be peculiarly fitting to send Ger- 
eral Lee to Havana as the first American 
Minister; as he did heroic work for the strug- 
gling Cubans and hts own government. So 
well did General Fitzhugh Lee perform his 
duties during the trying and exciting days 
preceding the war that the Spanish govern- 
ment became offended and demanded his re- 
call, President McKinley declined to com- 
ply with the demand and insisted on retain- 
ing the courageous Virginjan at his post. 


Threatened with Assassination. 

Just before the outbreak of the war threats 
were frequently made by Spanish sympa- 
thizers to assassinate General Lee, but he 
pluckily remained at his post, and gained 
the confidence ard esteem of the American 
people. When he finally returned from 
Cuba he was greeted with continuous en- 
thusiasm from the time he reached the Flor- 
ida coast until ‘the came to Washington and 
told President McKinley and Congress the 
real situation in Cuba. 


DEMOCRATS SELECT GRIGGS. 


Georgia Representative Chosen for 
Chairman of Congressional Campaign 
Committee by Joint Caucus. 


Washington, D. C., March 28.—Representa- 
tive James M. Griggs of Georgia was unani- 
mously chosen chairman of the Democratic 
Congressional committee at a meting held to- 
night in the minority caucus-room at the 
Capitol A committee consisting of the 
chairman, Representative Williams of Mis- 
sissippi, Representative Rupert of New York, 
Representative Richardson of Tennessee, 
Representative Williams of Illinois, Repre- 
sentative Jackson of Kansas, and Senator 
Culberson,of Texas, was appointed to per- 
fect a plan of organization for the ensuing 
Congressional campaign and to select the 
remaining officers of the committee, subject 
to the ratification of a meeting of the full 
committee to be held on April 11. It is the 
general understanding that this committee, 
among other things, will report in favor of 
the creation of an Executive committee, of 
which ex-Representative Ben T. Cable of 
Illinois probably will be chairman and ofa 
Finance committee with Lewis Nixon of New 
York at its head.

RAGE IN SOUTH 


WATERS CONTINUE TO RISE AND 
TRAINS STAND STILL. 


Terrific Storm Sweeps Mississippi 
Towns, Demolishing Many Houses— 
Meridian Situation Worse—Trafic Is 
Stopped in All -Directions—Freight 
and Crew May Be Swept Away— 
Jackson People Flee to Highlands— 
Railroad Bridges Washed Away. 


New Orleans, La., March 28.—[Special.]— 
The flood situation in the South is worse 
tonight. Railroad traffic is. suspended on 
all the through lines. Many towns are cut 
off from communication with the world and 
others are half under water. 

The general rainfall ceased today, but 
storms swept through part of Mississippi, 
Georgia, and Alabama. A terrific wind, 
rain, and electrical storm struck the country 
around Tupelo and New Albany, Miss., doing 
fearful damage. At Tupelo dozens of busi- 
ness buildings were unroofed, residences 
. wrecked, and seventy-five negro cabins and 
the negro church were demolished. Scores of 
persons were injured, but only one, a ne- 
gro, was killed. At New Albany the high 
wind drove the flood waters of the Talla- 
hatchie through the town and the long bridge 
Was swept away. 


Meridian in Bad Condition. 


Meridian iscan a bad condition. A foot of 
rain has fallen there within forty-eight 
hours. No trains have entered Meridian since 
Thursday. Bridges through ail that district 
have been swept away and traffic is stopped. 
An Alabama Southern freight was wrecked 
at York, running into a washout. Two 
trains are lost on the Alabama & Vicksburg, 
two on the Mobile and Ohio, and one on the 
New Orleans and Northeastern somewhere 
near Meridian. A fast freight on the North- 
eastern is in six feet of water just outside 
Meridian and may be sweptaway. The crew 
is on top of the cars, and all efforts to reach 
them in boats have failed. Part of Meridian 
is under water. 

The residence portion of Jackson ig flooded 

and people are fleeing to the highlands. The 
situation is improving there, but.no trains 
can enter from the south. The Pearl River 
is spread out miles wide in that district. 
. Heavy rains fell all day in Georgia, Ten- 
nessee, and Alabama. Traffic south of 
Nashville is abandoned. A rural mail carrier 
was drowned in Maurey County,Tenn. Louts- 
ville and Nashville bridges are gone at Co- 
lumbia (Tenn.), Athens (Ala.), Pulaski, Lyn- 
ville, Sheffield, and other points, and the 
tracks of all railroads washed out in many 
places. 

Three trains are laid up at various points, 
the passengers being fed in towns near by. 
Liberty and Mount Pleasant, Tenn., are 
under water. The Cumberland rose nine 
feet in five hours at Nashville. Columbia, 
Tenn., is submerged, the Duck River being 
thirty-six feet above low water and rising. 
The town is in. darkness. 


Grafton, N. D., Is Flooded. 


Grafton, N. D., March 28.—Park River is 
out of its banks and has risen three feet 
since last night. The entire northern and 
eastern part of the city is flooded. Many 
bridges have washed out. 


Much Suffering at Minto. 


Minto, N. D., March 28.—Forest River has 
overfiowed all the lowlands in this section 
and is causing suffering. Many houses are 
surrounded by water and boats are used for 
communication.

Samuel Gompers ‘Says City 
Offers Best Field and He 
Will Send Organizer. 


HERE TO END DISPUTES. 


Foremost Controversy That. of 
- Teamsters Who Have Seceded 
from National Body. 


Believing that Chicago offers better oppor- 
tunities than any other city in the country 
as a field for organization, the American 
Federation of Labor will send a regular 
organizer here. President Samuel Gompers 
made the announcement yesterday at the 
Briggs House, but declined to say what 
leader had been selected for the position. 

“ He will be a good man, one popular with 
the union men of the country and deserving 
of their confidence,’”” said Mr. Gompers. 
** He will work in harmony with the Chicago 
Federation of Labor and seek to amalga- 
mate all interests.” 


Many Disputes to Settle. 


Mr. Gompers dropped into a hotbed of con- 
tentions yesterday when he arrived. He 
came to adjust differences and the unions 
mean to give him an opportunity to do it. 
Foremost among the controversies is that 
between the National Teamsters’ union, 
composed of locals which seceded from the 
International Union of Team Drivers. Presi- 
dent Young of the National Teamsters called 
on President Gompers and held a long con- 
ference. Mr. Gompers suggested that the 
officers of the National Teamsters’ union 
meet the representatives of the Team Driv- 
ers’ union, whom he would summon to the 
city, tomorrow morning. It is proposed by 
Mr. Gompers that the teamsters’ union re- 
turn to the International union. 

President Young agreed to take the matter 
under consideration and return a reply to- 
day. He called a meeting of the Executive 
council of the teamsters for tomorrow even- 
ing at 83 Madison street that the teamsters 
may receive an explanation of conditions 
from Mr. Gompers personally. 


Union Committees See Gompers. 


In addition to the teamsters’ trouble there 
are differences between the electrical work- 
ers and gasfitters, the plumbers and steam- 
fitters, the brewers and engineers and fire- 
men, and the old tangle between Typograph- 
ical Union No. 16 and the Chicago Federation 
of Labor to be adjusted. Committees from 
these organizations called upon Mr. Gom- 
pers. One committee was received from the 
Federated Labor council in Milwaukee ask- 
ing for advice in a controversy with build-" 
ing trades. 


Chorus Girls and Dowie. 

Mr. Gompers declined to talk of the chorus 
girls’ union which he agreed to aid in or- 
ganizing while in Cincinnati. He also de- 
clined to discuss Dowie. 
. “ If Dowie attends to his own business he'll 
have his hands full,” said Mr. Gompers. 
‘From what I have heard of him I am 
satisfied that if he smoked a good cigar he 
would be a better man. The trouble is he 
can see no good in anything he personally 
does not champion or suggest.’’

Several members of the Lorimer clan fa- 
vored a meeting next Monday. Mr. Lorimer 
does not take this view and his wishes wil 
prevail. 


Waits Until After Election. 

‘“‘There will be no meeting of the com- 
mittee until about the middle of April,”’ said 
tthe ex-Congressman, “The Aldermanic 
election will be held next Tuesday and we 
want to dispose of that. Then, I believe, 
everybody wants some time to think mat- 
ters over.

Lilies Retain Their Favor, but Ameri-

Schemes—Ohicago Will Spend from 
$200,000 to $500,000, Say the Dealers. 


The Easter floral display in Chicago to- 
morrow will far eclipse the decorations of 
any previous year, say the florists. Never 
before has the market presented such a 
quantity of flowers of so perfect gevelop- 
ment. 

Florists all over the city say that their ad- 
vance trade is largely in excess of former 
years, and when the flower stores close to- 
night it is believed that the money expended 
will be almost double that of any previous 
Easter season. Conservative florists say 
that the aggregate sales will exceed $200,000, 
while the more enthusiastic dealers declare 
Chicago will spend for Easter plants and 
blossoms something like half a million 
dollars. 

Despite the unpleasant weather yesterday 
buyers crowded the stores and hothouses. 
In the down-town districts the sidewalks in 
front of flower stores were almost blocked 
by admirers who stopped to view the window 
displays. 


Lily Holds Its Favor. 


The lily easily holds its place as the queen 
of Easter decorations, although there has 
been a large demand for American beauties, 
violets, hyacinths, and hydrangeas. The 
demand for carnations, which are said to be 
of finer quality than usual, seems to be not 
so great as last year, but the dealers at- 
tribute this to a slight advance in price. 

A new feature of the Easter decorations is 
found in the increased demand for potted 
plants. Many novelties have been produced 


erable difficulty in supplying the trade. The 
general prices are about the same as last 
year, with the exception of the carnation. 

The church decorations promise to be un~- 
usually elaborate. Orders 
many thousand dolars have been received by 
florists from the leading churches of the city, 
lilies and potted plants constituting the bulk 
of the decorations desired. American beauty 
roses also are in favor. 


May Rival New York. 


Considering the marked increase in the de- 
mand for Easter blossoms August Lange, a 
down-town florist, predicts that Chicago will 
soon rival New York in its floral display for 
Easter. 

“If we have as large an increase in the 
demand next year as we have had this sea- 
son,” said Mr. Lange, ‘‘ Chicago will be 
almost as lavish in fts decorations as the 
Eastern metropolis, which is by far the great- 
est city for flowers in America. While the 
decorations in New York are elaborate, 
quality also is demanded. In my trade here 
I see the same tendency.”’

ARREST IN FRENCH CASE 


MYSTERIOUS DEATH OF ECCEN- 
TRIC BOSTON WIDOW INVOLVED. 


Alfred R. Kehew Held by Police on 
Charge of Forging Wealthy Wom- 
an’s Name—Warrant Sworn Out by 
Her Two Years Ago and She Was 
Planning to Prosecute at Time She 


Shaft in Home. 


Boston, Mass., March 28.—-[Special.]—Late 
this afternoon Alfred R. Kehew, 35 years 
old, of Inman street, Cambridge, was ar- 
rested upon a warrant charging him with 
forging the name of Mrs. Julia B. French, 
the eccentric widow who was found dead, 
killed by a fall, in her home in the Back 
Bay last week, to an order upon the Federal 
Trust company for the delivery of 100 shares 
of Central Massachusetts railroad stock 
which were deposited there. Kehew was 
later bailed out in $2,000 bonds furnished by 
his mother. 

The warrant was sworn out more than two 
years ago by Mrs. French, and, although 
Kehew is known to have been in towm spv- 
eral times since then, no attempt apparently 
was made to serve it upon him until today. 


Manner of Death Peculiar. 

One week ago last Tuesday Mrs. French 
was found dead upon the top of the elevator 
in her house at 110 Newbury street. Medical 
Examiner Draper was called, and he pré- 
nounced it a case of accident, stating that 
she had fallen from the fourth floor down 
the elevator well. 

Mrs. French had the reputation of keeping 
securities of considerable value in her house, 
and when a search of the place was made 
the failure to find $15,000 she had drawn the 
week before from her brokers gave rise fo 
rumors that her death had not been due to 
accident, and’ it was hinted that she had 
been murdered by robbers and her body 
placed upon the elevator in such a position 
as to lead every one to suppose she had 
fallen there. : 


Predicted Manner of Death. 

After Mrs. French was found dead her at- 
torney stated that she frequently had told 
him that she expected to be murdered and 
that she dreamed she had been killed with 
a hammer and her body thrown down the 
elevator shaft. She requested her attorney 
if she. should die in such a manner to make 
‘an investigation. 


have executed cannot be found. The rumors 
concerning the cause of the woman’s death 
induced District Attorney Stevens to order 
Dr. Draper to perform an autopsy, which he 
did, and again the verdict was that-death had 
been accidental. 


Arrest Not Connected with Death. 

Chief Inspector Watts says, the arrest of 
the man has nothing to do with any sus- 
picions that may have arisen concerning 
the cause of Mrs. French’s death. Watts 
said tonight he sent for Kehew because 
Kehew was well acquainted with the wom- 
an. The Inspector parried questions as to 
the nature of his conversation with the 
prisoner. w 

Kehew was in Boston at the time Mrs. 
French’s son attempted to have a guardian 
appointed for her upon the ground that she 
was \insane, and testified against her. He 
had been employed in the law office of Clar- 
ence Rowley, one of the widow’s lawyers 
several years ago, and while there became 
famliar with her financial affairs. When 
Kehew went to get the railroad stock with 
the alleged forged order he was accompanied 
by Mrs. H. D. Currie, wife of a Cambridge 
doctor, who sued her for divorce ten years 
ago, and named Kehew as corespondent. 


Claim Kehew Called on Widow. 
It is.etated that, a week 
French’s death, Kehew called at her Back 
Bay home several times, the object of his 
visits being to try to induce her to withdraw 
nce forgery charge she had made against 
From what is said by Jacob Weinz, a 
notary, it is believed’ Mre. French was con- 
templating some action regarding the for- 
gery warrant early this month. Mr. Weinz 


| says that on the afternoon of March 12 he 


received a note from Mrs. French request- 
ing that he call at her house in the evening 
for the purpose of identifying Kehew as the 
man who had appeared before him in com-

Weinz says that he 
was unable to comply with her request that 
evening, but did call on the morning of 
March 18, when he failed to get response to 
repeated rings of the door bell.

The entire detective department of 
New Orleans is at work on the case, but 
so far without discovering a clew to the mur; 
derer. 

Mrs. Halley was one of the most strikingly 
handsome women in New Orleans, and the 
daughter was almost as much admired as 
the mother, being a beautiful girl. 

Two months ago Mrs. Halley and her 
daughter moved into a pretentious two- 
story house in an aristocratic neighbor- 
hood.

Not to Give Him Finan- 
cial or Moral Aid. 


SUSPENSION THE PENALTY 


Object of the Order Much A ffect- 
ed—Remarks Its Issuance: 
on Good Briday. 


IN DOUBT WHAT TO DO. 


Father Jeremiah J. Crowley was ostracized 
so far as the clergy of the Archdiocese of 
Chicago is concerned by an order from Arch- 
bishop Feehan sent to all members of the 
local priesthood yesterday morning. Under 
the pain of suspension from their faculties,* 
the clergy were warned not to assist him in 
any way by either “ financial or moral.” sup- 
port. The’ order is regarded as the most 
stringent possible, save that ef excommuni- 
cation. 

The order is considered by both his oppon+ 
ents and his outspoken friends as the prac- 
tical close of the dispute that has been ex- 
citing the local church. To Father Crowley 
it leaves but two opportunities—either to 
leave the Archdiocese of Chicago and aacept 
a parish elsewhere or to fulfill the demands 
of the Rt.*Rev. Bishop Peter J. Muldoon and 
apologize for his charges, Father Crowley 
said he had decided on no course of action. _ 

The communication reads as follows: 

‘* Archiepiscopal Residence, Chicago, 
March 27, 1902.—Reverenéd Dear Sir: We 
hereby notify you that the Rev. Jeremiah J. 
Crowley, whose public acts and utterances 
have given grave scandal to the detriment of 
religion, is in open rebellion to legitimate 
ecclesiastical authority, therefore any priest 
of the diocese of Chicago who asaists him by 
moral or financial aid or offers him encour= 
agement of any is ipso facto 

uspended, . Fal y yours,

Father Crowley Visibly Affected. 

Father Crowley was alone last night and 
was visibly affected. He had a copy of the 
order in his hand, received from some priest 
who has been friendly to his cause. 

“This is Good Friday, and today the 
church commemorates the passion and 
death of our Savior, who died that all men 
might live,’ he said, * and it seems to ms 
an idappropriate time for the consumma- 
tion of such d s as this paper is meant 
to accomplish. It seems that without a 
trial, without a hearing, and without~ of- 
fense. I am to be absolutely condemned to 
utter isolation from-sympathy, support, and 
society of my brethren in the clergy. ay 

“ Think of it! Any.priest of this diocese 
who dares assist me in any way or for any 
purpose, by either moral or sup- 
port, is by that act; without trial or hearing, 
himself to incur the extreme penalty of sus- 
pension. The commonest act of charity to- 
ward me will bring down on the offender's 
head next to the severest penalty known to 
the laws of the church. 

“TI am shut out and rejected in advance 
as beyond the hope of salvation. The door 
is shut to my return by him who should have 
been the first to open it, and I find myself 
excluded from the society, the sympathy, 
the aid, moral or financial, of my friends. 
Can those who issued this document t 


me reconcile their conduct with the teath- — 


ings of the master who, on this day, near 
2,000 years ago, breathed that divine mes- 
sage, ‘ Fathdr, forgive them, they know not 
what they do’?’’

The order that affects 
him is one that does not require discovery 
for enforcement, for any priest who aids 
him is morally bound to consider his facul+~ 
ties withdrawn.

TAGE ART FOR SCHOOLS 


HISTORY TEACHER WOULD EM- 
‘PLOY THEATERS. AS AN AID. 


Delegates from Eight States Cheer 
When Michigan Man Says a More 
Lasting Impression Could Be Made 
on the Pupils Were Each Educa- 
tionai Concern Supplied with a 
Playhouse of Its Own—Woman De- 
plores the “Strenuous Life.” 


A theater for every school and college was 
the:-méans proposed yesterday to stimulate 
interest in the study of history. 

The speaker was J. E. Butler of Bessemer, 
Mich., and his suggestion was cheered by 
200 men and women who were in attendance 
at the meeting of the North Central History 
Teachers’ association, held in the Fine Arts 
Building. 

“The fundamental purpose of teaching 
history,’’ said Mr. Butler, “is to seek the 
truth and develop the habit of correct think- 
ing. This makes history one of the most 
important studies in the curriculum. More 
time should be given to the study of thi« 
branch in the high schools. The great diffi- 
culty is that history as a rule is swallowed 
whole without being assimilated. 

“Theaters should be provided in schoois 
and colleges where plays could be given Illus-. 
trating the important events of history. By 
utilizing the drama and-having great charac- 
ters in history go through interesting periods 
in their lives the lessons would be quickly 
taught the pupils and lasting fmpressions 
would remain. The ideal teaching of history 
should be a truth-seeking, mind-training, 
and character-building business.’’ 


Deplores the Strenuous Life. 


A pessimistic view of the “‘ strenuous life ” 
and latter-day ideals was taken by Ellen 
Dean of Grand Rapids, Mich., who spoke 
on *‘ The Necessity of General History in 
the High Schools.’’ In part she said: 

“One of the principal causes for displac- 
ing the study of history is the spirit of the 
time, the prevalence of the cult of self. Has 
there ever been, since the days of the Italian 
renaissance, such a complete putting of 
one’s self in the center of the universe as 
today? 

“I am aware of the work being done by the 
settlements and various other beneficences, 
but really they are hardly a ripple on the 
general stream of open, cynical, flagrant 
self-seeking. We call it strenuousness, push- 
fulness.in the individual. In our nation it 
becomes Anglo-Saxonism. Other nations 
“we it other names, but it is all one cousin- 
ship. 

“ With us it arises from a complet 
viction that Anglo-Saxons in 
Americans in particular, are the flower of 
the scheme of creation—that as a nation we 
can do no wrong. This belief in its larger 
effect leads us into bad morals and bad 
manners, while one of its minor symptoms 
is scorn for all the human race has already 
done. He who reads the papers is forced to 
believe that there are Americans who in 
their inmost soul think that they are God's 
chosen people, and that the world began 
with the Declaration of Independence, if, in- 
deed, they go back that far. : 


Says the Nation “ Slops Over.” 

“This nation for the last two decades has 
been much inclined to slop over. Crazes, 
fads, and follies abound and range through 
all degrees of importance from necromancy 
to the high hand shake. Our colossal 
American jingoism is but a stupendous slop-. 
ping over, only losing its ridiculousness be- 


cause its consequences are so di ting 
and illiimitable. 


“ Shiftless teaching of history is a waste. 


of time. A little taught well is better than 
much gone over rapidly. The study of his- 
tory teaches patience. It places in our hands 
means of national self-preservation.”’

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CAR TAXES VALID; 
DEMANDED. 


Judge Taley Upholds Trac- 
tion Levy and Refuses 
Bond Pending Appeal. 


AMOUNT DUE IS $350,000. 


County Treasurer Will Present 
Bills.to Defendant Com- 
panies Today. 


COURT DENIES INJUNCTION, 


Judge Tuley decided yesterday that the 
taxes for 1901 on the capital stock and fran- 
chises of the Union and Consolidated Trac- 
tion companies not only were valid, but that 
the amount, $350,000, must be paid in cash 
to the County Treasurer. 

After the court had upheld the levy made 
by the State Board of Equalization, repre- 
sentatives of the traction companies ap- 
peared and asked leave to file a bond for 
the sum, pending an appeal, instead of paying 
the cash, but this was refused. 

Following this action the County Treasurer 
made out bills for the unpaid taxes, which 
are to be presented to the companies this 
morning. County Attorney Sims says if the 
amount is not paid at once a levy will be 


Censures Taxing Bodies. 

In passing on the validity of the tax the 
court alsb took occasion to reprimand 
the local and State taxing bodies for neg- 
lect to provide sufficient revenue for Chicago 
and Cook County. He said that in 1873, 
when this city had a population of 800,000, 
the assessed value of property for taxing 
purposes was over $312,000,000, with no limit 
as to rate, while in 1901, with a population 
of 2,000,000, the assese value was but 
$374,000,000, 

The traction companies alleged that the 
State Board of Equalization had not the 
right to levy taxes against them to be used 
for local purposes only, but Judge Tuley held 
that the State Legislature had the right to 
delegate to a State taxing body the power 
to levy taxes to be used for local purposes, 
providing such taxes were levied in a uniform 
manner and according to law. 


Restraining Order Denied. 

On this ruling he denied the petition of the 
traction companies fer an injunction re- 
straining the Town and County Collectors 
from enforcing payment of all taxes levied 
against them, including city, town,,and park 
taxes, other than State taxes, for the year 
1901, 

“T can only say,” said the Judge in his 
decision, *‘ that from the evidence before the 
court this bill to enjoin the payment of taxes 
assessed against the complainants’ property 
is clearly not founded in good law nor in good 
morals.” 

In regard to the Union Traction company’s 
assessment, Judge Tuley said: 

“ There can be no injustice done complain- 
ant by assessing it on a valuation less than 
50 per cent of the ‘ actual full value’ of its 
property, and taxing it upon one-fifth of 
such valuation, as required by the present 


revenue law.” 


The companies will appeal the case, but, 
according to Judge Tuley’s decision, if they 
pay the tax they can recover by a sult at 
law afterwards if the reviewing courts de- 
cide that the State Board of Equalization 
has no right to levy taxes to be used for local 
purposes, 

Taxing Boards at Fault. 


Turning to the great difference in assessed 
values in 1878 and 1901, and analyzing the 
cause for the same, Judge Tuley said: 

* Between 1878 and 1901 the city has ex- 
tended its limits and more than doubled the 
area liable to taxation, and while it is not 
shown by the evidence in this case, no one 
who knew the city in 1873 and knows it 
now can doubt that the aggregate wealth 
of its present extended area is more than ten 
times that of 1878, and that the ‘ net assessed 
value’ of property for taxation should have 
been more than twice that returned for the 
year 1901. 

“ The. consequence is insufficient revenue 
for either city or county purposes; our police 
force, always inadequate, must be reduced; 
our Fire department must be crippled; our 
schools must be closed; the salaries of the 
school teachers must be cut; and both city 
and county find themselves in a deplorable 
situation for want of the necessary revenue 
to pay ordinary and necesssary expenses. 

*“*Somebody is to blame for this. Aside 
from ‘ tax dodging,’ which has become epi- 
demic, almost the entire responsibility there- 
for must rest upon the State Board of Equal- 
igation, the Board of Assessors, and the 
Board of Review, whose duty it is to find 
property that is liable to assessment, assess 
it at its ‘full valuation,’ upon one-fifth of 
which only can taxes (limited as to rate) be 
imposed.” 


Two Acts Held Void. 


\ The court also declared the acts of the 
Legislature of 1879, purporting to amend a 
paragraph of the revenue law of 1872 by 
giving power to local Assessors to assess the 
corporations exempted from assessment by 
the State Board of Equalization, and of 
1803, which exempted coal mining corpora- 
tions from taxation by the State Board of 
Equalization, are void for the reason that 
they purport to amend a section and para- 
graph which no longer existed. The para- 
graph of the revenue law passed in 1872 was 
repealed, according to Judge Tuley, by the 
amendatory act of 1875. 


Calls It a Great Victory. 


“It is a great victory,” said County At- 
torney Shepard. ‘“ This is the first chance 
we have had to secure a definite opinion in 
regard to the right of the State board to 
levy taxes for local purposes, and Judge 
Tuley’s decision clears the atmosphere in 
régard to that question.”’

Man Buried Five Years Ago Declared 
Not Dead by Witnesses in Mon- 
tana Bribery Case. 


Butte, Mont., March 28.—[Special.]—A 
man declared dead and buried five years 
ago and upon whose life $6,000 insurance 
was paid is alive, according to testimony 
given by several witnesses in the District 
Court here today. 

In March, 1897, during the exposures of the 
scandals connected with the building of edu- 
cational institutions, State Architect John 
C, Paulsen was reported to have committed 
suicide, He had, it was said, received $8,000 
from t contractors in consideration of 
making ¢xcessive estimates. There was no 
inquest on the body, which was taken to Ger- 
mary for burial

Running on Same Track. 

The wreck was due indirectly toa washout 
which necessitated the running of north and 
south bound cars on the same track. One 
of the cars was the regular south-bound 
Chicago car, which left Wentworth avenue 
at 6:30 a. mr.

Neither motorman made 
any effort to save himself, and, judging from 
the condition: of the controllers, both of 
which re reversed, the men did their ut- 
most to stop their cars. The tracks were 
wet, however, and the speed was checked 
only slightly. The force of the collision was 
so great that every one in both cars was 
thrown to the floor. 

Mau was caught between the platform of 
the north-bound car and the front of his own 
car and his life crushed out almost instantly. 
Barrett was standing near the motorman. 
He attempted to jump, but the doors pre- 
vented him. Hurley was in the rear of the 
car and the force of the impact hurled him 
from the platform.

The State authorities feared (the reprieve 
would not reach Casper in ti to save 
Woodward. <A messenger was dispatched 
overland, and, after a wild ride, he reached 
Casper with the reprieve, The news spread 
rapidly. Ranchmen and herders had sowrn 
that if Woodward escaped legal hanging they 
would lynch him. 


Ranchmen Organize Mob. 


Last night cowboys and sheep herders be- 
gan to flock into town. Sheriff Tubbs ex- 
pected trouble and barricaded himself in the 
jail. The crowd made. no demonstration. 
Scores of cowboys gathered around the jail, 
but, when they disappeared after midnight, 
the Sheriff thought they had gone home. 
Instead the crowd withdrew to a remote part 
of the town and chose twenty-four men to 
do the work, 

At 8 o’clock this morning these men sud- 
denly appeared at the jafl doors and de- 
manded that Sheriff Tubbs surrender the 
keys. He refused, ang the crowd beat down 
the doors, overpowered him and his two 
deputies, and tied them. The mob then bat- 
tered down the doors to Woodward's cell 
and dragged him to the scaffold used in 
legal executions. There was no disorder 
and little noise. Two-thirds of the citizens 
of the town did not know what was going 
forward at the jail. 


Leaps Before Trap Falls. 


Woodward's hands were tied and he was 
pushed on tothe drop. Woodward began to 
make an address, half talking, half praying. 
He said: 

** Boys, let me kneel and pray. I want to 
pray for all of you and send a message to 
my blessed little wifé. I love her dearly 
and want you to tell her. I pray that you 
will have the papers print it. 

“TI pray for Charles Ricker, and for all 


of you. I never had a grudge against Sheriff | 


Ricker, never in God’s world, I néver meant 
to shoot him. For God's sake don’t choke me 
to death. O!——” and then Woodward leaped 
off before the trap could be sprung. 


Story of Ricker Murder. 


The crime for which. Woodward was 
lynched was committed on Jan. 2 at Wood- 
ward’s ranch, in the Rattlesnake Mountains. 
He shot to death and mutilated the*body of 
Sheriff William C. Ricker of Natrona County. 

Woodward, with his wife Bertha and 
brother Clarence, was arrested last Novem- 
ber. It was alleged Woodward's ranch was 
the headquarters of a band of cattle and 
horse thieves. Bertha Woodward was re- 
leased. The brothers were held. On the 
night of Dec. 80 they escaped. At the stock- 
yards Charles Woodward secured a revolver. 
Near Casper he stole a horse and rode to 
his ranch, reaching there on, the evening of 
Jan. 2, 1902. 

Instead of finding friends ready to assist 
him, he found Sheriff Ricker and two depu- 
ties, who were looking for him. He wernt to 
the barn, intending to abandon his horse 
and steal one of the Sheriff's animals. He 
was ready to ride away when the Sheriff ap- 
proached the barn and ordered him to sur- 
render. Woodward shot the Sheriff, then 
went to the dying man and struck him in 
the face with his revolver. 

He was captured by a posse several weeks 
afterward near Billings, Mont., and brought 
back to Casper. He admitted the killing. 


Postmaster Escapes Lynchers. 


Clayton, N. M., March 28.—The danger of 
lynching in the case of Postmaster Guyer, 
who killed W. E. Searles last Wednesday is 
past. Today friends of Guyer succeeded in 
having his bond reduced to $1,000.

DETAILS OF KITCHENER’S LATEST 
VICTORY GIVEN OUT. 


Facts Regarding Attempt to Make De- 
larey a Prisoner Show Over One- 
Tenth of the Burgher Force Cap- 
Aured—Others Escape by a Clever 
Ruse, the Soldiers Imitating 
Formation of an English Column— 
Hard Fight for the Guns. 


PRETORIA, Transvaal Colony, March 28. 
—Fifteen hundred Boers, under Delarey, 
Liebenberg, Kemp, and Wolmarans, were 
within the area of Lord Kitchener's latest 
movement, but though surprised by the 
rapidity displayed by the British troops, 
gaps in the latter’s lines enabled most of 
the burghers to escape. The Boer prison- 
ere totaled 179 men, including Commandant 
H. Kruger and ex-Landrost Neethling of 
Klerksdorp. 

An illustration of the resourcefulness of 
the Boers was given by Liebenberg and sev- 
eral hundred men, when, taking advantage 
of the confusion of the drive, they formed a 
commando similar in arrangement to that 
of a British column. Moving close to one 
of the numerous gaps in one of the British 
lines they succeeded in reaching it and in 
getting safely away before their ruse was 
detected, 

The guns captured from Von Donop’s 
convoy were brilliantly recaptured by the 
Scottish Horse, which charged up to the 
muzzles of the artillery and rode the Boer 
gunners off their feet before the latter hada 
chance to fire. 


Delarey Outside the Cordon. 


From the first prisoners captured it was 
learned that Delarey himself was outside 
the actual cordon, having slept some distance 
westward, but Liebenberg, Kemp, and other 
Boer commanders were inside the columns 
of troops. 

The first body, consisting of about 500 
Boers, sighted at 10 o’clock in the morning

VIRGINIA NEGROES LOSE VOTES. 


Constitutional Convention Finally 
Agrees to a Temporary Suffrage 
Law, to Continue Two Years. 


Richmond, Va., March 28.—[Special.]—The 
suffrage conference of the constitutional 
convention, after months of discussion, to- 
day adopted by a vote of 46 to 17a plan of 
suffrage which has for its principal feature 
a temporary understanding clause, to con- 
tinue in force for two years. 

The features of the permanent part of the 
plan area poll tax prerequisite for voting and 
an educational qualification. Exemption 
from the underetanding clause are made to 


soldiers and their sons and extended to them 


in the requirement for reading and writing 
in the permanent plan. 

By the temporary understanding clause it 
is expected that all white men who are now 
voters will be enabled to get their names on. 
the new registration lists and that a large 
percentage of the colored voters will be dis- 
franchised. 

The poll tax prerequisite and the educa- 
tional quaiiidations are looked on to keep 
practically the whole of the negro popula- 
tion of the State from exercising the right 
of suffrage. 

Under the understanding clause the ap- 
plicant for registration must satisfy the 
registrar that he can read and understand 
the constitution or understand it when read 
to him. The registrar is to be judge whether 
the examination be sattefectory.

SMUGGLE FURS 
BY NEW SCHEME 


Railway Baggagemen Handle 
Goods as Personal Effects 


of Passengers. 


MONTREAL FIRM ACCUSED 


Customs Officials Implicate Many 
Agents in Carefully Pre- 


pared Plans. 


AUCTION OF SEIZED STUFF. 


Officials of the Chicago Custom-House be- 
lieve their agents have unearthed a care- 
fully planned and original scheme for beat- 
ing the import duties on furs. The supposed 
culprits—against whom suits probably will 
be brought—are members of the firm of 
Charles Desjardins & Co., furriers of Mont- 
real, and the suspected accomplices include 
cabmen and hotel clerks of that city and 
express and baggage men on the Canadian 
and international railroads. 

An innocent looking notice was issued yes- 
terday informing the publie that at 11 a. m. 
on April 2, 1902, there would be a public 
auction at the Custom-House offices, 315 
Dearborn street, of confiscated goods, valued 
at over $1,000. These goods were consigned 
by the Montreal firm to Chicago customers, 
who paid it not only for the furs but also 
for the 35 per cent duty. The theory of the 
government service is that the firm, through 
its accomplices, intended to smuggle the 
stuff through. It failed. 

All Roads Lead to Fur Store. 

Many Americans go to Montreal in the 
summer season, and from these the Canadian 
firm, it is said, has built up a large trade. | 
The hotel men, so it is claimed, ** tout ”’ the 
sights of the city, the beauty of its stores, 
and the cheapness of furs. 

To the cabmen is left the duty of taking 
visitors to the Desjardins store. - 


According to the claim of Custom-House |) 


officials and Captain A. J. Rust of the Vir- 
ginia Hotel, who is anxious to sue the firm, 
the seller agrees to pay all duty and ex- 
press charges. This makes the rate lower 
than can be met by Ameérican furriers, 


Find Alleged Accomplices. 

** Once the sale is made, the firm sees to it 
that the goods are smuggled through,” stated 
Collector of thé Port Wm, Penn Nixon yes- 
terday. ‘‘ Our Special Agent Bunn has been 
busy following the matter. He found that 
baggagemen on the railroads are in the pay 
of the firm and have to see that all the boxes 
of the company are included among the per- 
sonal baggage effects carried on the trains. 
In this way the goods are rete without 
duty. 

‘‘Mr. Bunn has succeeded in getting evi- 
dence against some of the railroad men and 
they will soon be tried by the federal courts. 
The firm has been doing a ‘ land office busi- 
ness,’ and half of its trade has beén with 
American travelers. How many th nd 
dollars’ worth of stuff they have shipped 
free of duty no one knows, but they have 
been doing business with Chicago, Boston, 
New York, and countless minor towns. I 
understand several of the victims now in- 
tend to bring sult in the Canadian courts.” 

Here Is a Typical Case. 

The experience of Captain Rust is a typical 
one. He ‘was stopping in Montreal and was 
seeing the sights in a cab when the “ jehu ” 

asked why he did not stop at Desjardins’ 
sture and see the furs. He did so and bought 
furs on condition that all duty and express 
charges be paid by the firm. When the 
goods arrived here and were seized he made 
the duties good.

TAKEN TO TASK 


SCHOOL BOARD ARCHITECT AT- 
| TACKED BY: GALLAGHER. 


Trustee Declares Demand to Expur- 
gate Certain Remarks from a Re- 
‘port as “Ineffably Ridiculous”’— 
Charges |That Over $18,000 Had 
Been Expended on One Contract 
Without Authorization of Council— 
Soft Foundation Presents Problem. 


Trustee Thomas Gallagher attacked W. B. 
Mundie, architect. for the Boatd:‘of Educa- 
tion, in a report submitted through the 
Buildings and Grounds committee to the 
board yesterday afternoon. The attack is 
the outcome of charges made some time ago 
by the Citizens’ association. Mr. Mundie 
objected to a mention that was made of his 
department by Mr. Gallagher, and in re- 
turn Mr. Gallagher has turned the limelight 
on Mr. Mundie. . 

Mr. Gallagher’s report first.-rebukes the 
architect for presuming to criticise his em- 
ployers, and characterizes his demand that 
certain remarks be expurgated from a re- 
port as *‘ineffably ridiculous.””’ Mr. Galla- 
gher says Mr. Mundié’s attitdde fs a shock 
to people “‘ who su e that ofdinary pub- 
lic servants have @.conception of the binding 
force of legislation on their acts and doings.”’ 


Criticises an Expenditure. , 


Then to clear himself of any charge that 
he might be guilty of dealing in words rather 
than facts and figures, as he says the an- 
nual-feport does, Mr. Gallagher related an 
incident about the West Division High 
School. He showed that over $18,000 had 
been expended in repairing the West Side 
car barns for temporary schoolrooms with- 
out authorization from the City Council. 

The rule of the board is that all sums of 
over $5,000 must be submitted to the City 
Council. The entire amount expended on 
this temporary improvement, he says, was 
$33,068, which sum came from the education- 
al fund and was partly responsible for clos- 
ing the night schools and reducing the teach- 
érs’ pay. 

Trustee Gallagher's report was received 

‘by the committee, and the motion that it be 
submitted to the board and printed in the 
proceedings was carried without discussion. 
Architect Mundie attempted no further reply 
to Mr. Gallagher. 


Finds a Soft Foundation. 


The committee had been called hurriedly 
at a late hour to pass on an important mat- 
ter of business. A soft foundation had been 
struck in building a schoo! at Desplaines and 
Forquer streets, and Mr. Mundie needed $10,- 
000 more than,had been authorized. The 
committee voted to go ahead with the work 
subject to the concurrence of the City Coun- 


Architect Mundie said this was a similar 
instance to that of the West Division High | 
School cited by Mr. Gallagher. It was sug- 
gested that he explain it to the Council 
committee as an emergency. 


MONEY VOTED FOR A PICTURE. 


Arche Club Appropriates $50 Toward 
the $600 Fund to Be Raised 
by Clubs. 


The Arché club yesterday started the move- 
ment for the purchase of a $600 picture from 
some Chicago artist next year by appropriat- 
ing $50. Other clubs are expected to join 
in contributing, and the total amount, it is 
expected, will purchase the best picture 
painted in Chicago during ’the coming year. 

It was a discussion of what to do with 
the picture thus purchased that started the 
animated debate among the artists and 
brought out charges of unfairness. Mrs. 
Hessler, President of the Arché club, made 
the original proposal, and it was her idea 
that the picture purchased each year should 
be added to a permanent collection at the: 
Art Institute. Some of the artists objected 
to the Art Institute. 

It is so arranged that the Exhibition com- 
mittee of the Municipal Art league will de- 
cide whether to give the pictures to the 
Art Institute. The artists expressed them- 
selves as willing to abide by its decision. In 
the meantime they are beginning to work 
on some unusually pretentious canvases in 
the hope of securing the $600 - purchase 
price and a place in what is expected to be- 
come a@ focal temple of fame for artists.

I 
could not say whether it was a golden hue 
or not. I told her that it made her look like

Searches His Wife’s Mouth, 


“One evening in 1895 she came home and 
would not tell me where she had been.

MOHAMMED WAS HONEST, 
DECLARES DR. E. G. HIRSCH. 


Self-Declared Prophet Believed What 
He Teathed, No Matter How Mis- 
guided He May Have Been. 


Dr. Emil G. Hirsch came to the defense of 
Mohammed last night in the course of his 
lecture at Isaiah Temple, declaring that the 
founder of the religion which bears his 
name was not an impostor, but was sincere 
in e faith he taught. Incidentally, Dr, | 
Hirsch reiterated his own belief that the 
self-declared prophet of Allah owed much 
of his power as a leader of men to the fact 
that he was an epileptic. : 

“ Mohammed passively was under the in- 
fluence of a nervous disorder,”’ said Dr. 
Hirsch, ‘‘ while actively he had the power 
to make others believe him. He taught what 
he believed the angel Gabriel had revealed 
to him in’one of his visions. He was not an 
impostor. The fact that he was deceived of 
itself proves that he was not an impostor. 
His miracles are as well authenticated as 
those of Moses, Isaiah, Jeremiah, and Jesus."’ 

In recounting the achievements of Moham- 
med Dr. Hirsch said that the larger human- 
ity of the future would not deny him a place 
in the temple of fame as one who had bene- 
fited the world. 

“He put ah end to tribal organization,” 
gaid Dr. Hirsch, “He established a re- 
ligion that was universal; he made for 
virtue by curbing polygamy and forbidding 
the drinking of spirituous liquors. Thesé 
things he did for ‘humanity, and to say that 
he was an impostor shows slight regard for 
truth and justice.””

| Illinois Central Company to 


Have Work Completed 
_ Within Two Years. 


San Antonio and Aransas Pass 
> Road to Be Extended Into 
Mexico.

Within the next two years the Dlinois 


* Central railroad company will have a double 


track from Chicago to New Orleans. This 
work is made necessary by the enormous 
increase of the company’s freight traffic 
from all Western points to New Orleans. 

The Southern city has been rapidly creep- 
ing up on New York as a grain export point 
until it almost equals it in the volume of 
business done. More than SO per cent of 
the New Orleans export traffic is handled 
by the Ilinols Central. 

From information obtained from the chief 
officials of the Illinois Central, it is learned 
that of the 365 miles of road between Chica- 
go and Cairo, IIl., 240 miles have already been 
double-tracked, and considerable more dou- 
ble tracking north of the Ohio River will 
be done during this summer. Between 
Cairo and Fulton, south of the Ohio River, 
fifty miles of double track have been com- 
pleted. Several stretches of double track 
have been laid in Mississippi, between Crys- 
tal Springs and Brookhaven. It will take, 
however, two years or more before the.en- 
tire line south of the Ohio River has been 
double-tracked. No immediate necessity 
exists for the double-tracking of portions of 
the road in the South, as the company has 
a line from Louisville to New Orleans, prac- 
tically paralleling its main line.

New Line for the Lake Shore.

The new road will cost, it is esti- 
mated, $1,250,000, and will be built jointly 
by the Lake Shore and the Mahoning Coal 
railroad -company, which is also controlled 
by the Vanderbilts>. When the new line is 
completed ‘the Lake Shore will have two 
routes between Ashtabula and Youngs- 
town.

The Mexican National has al- 
ready entered into a contract with the Mex!- 
can government to build immediately a line 
of road from Monterey, Mex., to San Miguel, 
and this line, in connection with the pro- 
posed extension of the San Antonio and 
Aransas Pass, would form a new through 
route between Monterey and important 
points in the United States.

| «AN OFFENSIVE DISCRIMINATION. 

' Bvery spring and fail the raflroad com- 
panies offer low round trip rates from all 
points east of the Mississippi River to New 
York City. The object is to induce mer- 
chants in the territory affected by these re- 
duced rates to go to New York to make 
their purchases. So beneficial has this pol- 
icy of the roads been to the commercial in- 
terests of that city that the New York Mer- 
chants’ association is making efforts to 
have these cheap rates extended west of 
the Mississippi. | 

There are in the territory lying to the 
east and south of this city local merchants 
who desire to come to Chicago to make 
their spring and fall purchases, and who, 
for that reason, have asked the railroads 
to make to Chicago the same kind of spe- 
cial rates they make to New York. In this 
the local merchants have been backed up 
by the wholesale merchants of this city, 
who naturally are anxious to get all the 
trade they can. This application to be 
treated as New York is treated has been 
made often, and has invariably been re- 
fused. 

Why should it be refused? Why should 
this unfair distinction be made between 
Chicago and New York? The gift of 
cheaper rates to one city and the refusal of 
them to another is an offensive discrimina- 
tien against which the merchants of Chi- 
cago and of the territory tributary to Chi- 
cago have every reason to protest. Asa 
consequence of this discrimination retail- 
ers who would otherwise come to Chicago 


| to make their purchases are induced to go 


to New York to trade. If New York were 
not specially favored in the matter of rates 
the retail dealers in the territory extending 
at least 200 miles east of this city would 
always come here to make their purchases, 
The policy of the raflroads, not the special 
inducements held out by the New York 
wholesalers, send many of these retailers 
to New York to trade. 

There is nothing wrong in the grant of 
special rates to local merchants who wish 
to visit trade centers to buy their goods. 
But there should be an approach, at least, 
to uniformity in the bestowal of these spe- 
cial rates. They should not be given for 


‘' the purpose of: building up the trade of one 


city at the expense of another which is its 
commercial] rival. If the raijroads are re- 
solved not to do for Chicago what they have 
been doing for New York, then it is incum- 
bent on them to cease.granting lower rates 
to induce fetailers to trade in the latter 
city. There should be an end of favoritism, 


THE IMMIGRATION BILL. | 
The House Gommittee on Immigration 
has drafted a general law on that subject, 
The scattered legislation of a quarter of a 
century is brought together in one bill and 
to that legislation several new provisions 
are a@ded. For instance, the bill excludes 


from admission to the United States all 


Anarchists or persons who believe in or 
advocate the overthrow by force or violence 
of all governments or forms of law or the 
assassination of public officials. 

All such persons should be excluded, They 
are undesirable acquisitions. But a law 
to exclude these persons while it will keep 
out all who are notorious Anarchists will 


not keep out all who believe in the over- 


throw of governments by violence. Im- 
migrants who entertain these sentiments 
will not make a parade of them. If 
asked whether they favor the assassina- 
tion of public officials they will say prompt- 
ly they do not. So far as a provision for 
the exclusion of Anarchists can be made 
effective it will be an excellent provision. 

As the law is now, aliens who have un- 
lawfully entered the country and have be- 
come criminal or pauper burdens upon 
State or municipal ipstitutions may be re- 
turned to the country whence they came if 
It is proposed 
to extend that period to five years, and 
also to make provision for the inspection 
from time to time of reformatories, insane 
asylums, and charitable institutions to_as- 
certain whether they have inmates who 
should be deported, There are few large 
institutions which do not hold such inmates. 

The practice of shipping. paupers and 
criminals to this country from Europe is 
one of long standing and yet little has been 
done to check it, There are enough home- 
bred paupers, insane, and criminals for 
American States to care for without their 
being saddled with those shipped here from 
abroad in violation of American laws. 
Every person who is a charge on a foreign 
community who is sent here that the cost 
of his or her maintenatice may fall on some 
American community should be sent hdme 
when discovered. yo 

If the immigration bill shall pass its pro- 
visions will tend to put an end to a venerable 
and a costly abuse. The bill throws no 
obstacles in the way of the honest, indus- 
trious, and sane immigrant. Its object is 
to keep out the criminals, the paupers, and 
the insane, 


SOCIAL THIEVING, 

The mortifying incident which occurred 
at a recent musical given by Mrs. Roose- 
velt in the White House is not an uncom- 
mon one at “ functions,” especially in high 
social circles. Upon this occasion the lady, 
a professional musician, who managed the 
affair lost her handsome wrap and found 
in its place a common cloth cape so shabby 
that she declined to wear it. Both the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt, of course, 
were exceedingly embarrassed, and made 
every effort to find the missing garment, 
bat in vain, whereupon Mrs, Roosevelt re- 
placed it with one as nearly like it as could 
be found. : 

What adds to the mystery of the theft 
—for theft it unquestionably was—is the 
fact that no one was admitted to the musi- 
cal except by card, and that all the cards 
were left with the ushers or doorkeepers. 
An examination of the cards shows that no 
strangers sought admission, Strange asthe 
oceurrence seems, it happens frequently in 
society and at functions where all in at- 
tendance are known to the hostess and 
usually to each other. This habit of.ex- 
changing old or. cheap wraps for expensive 
and new fashioned ones is not uncommon in 
Chicago, and one city usually is much like 
another in such things. Probably if the 
public were aware how often this kind of 
society theft oecurs it. would be greatly 
shocked, The offenders are usually known, 
or at least strongly suspected. Sometimes 
they stand so high in society or are so well 
eommected ‘that nothing is done about the 
matter, while in other cases it may not 
be possible to prove the theft absolutely, 
though the circumstances are convincing. 

This kind of social thieving is one of those 
crimes which will probably always exist. 
In some cases the criminals are kiepto- 
maniacs. Such cases are hopeless, Some- 
times the thefts are committed by hangers 
on to the edge of society who wish to make 


a good appearance and have not the money .

IRVING AT PRINCETON,

The 
lectdre itself was not of so much interest 
as the fact that Presbyterian Princeton 
should extend an invitation to a play actor, 
It is true that Cambridge has conferred a 
degree on Sir Henry, and, therefore, any 
university should be willing to welcome him. 
Not so long ago, however, an actor, no mat- 
ter how many degrees or titles he might 
have, would have been to orthodox Pres- 
byterianism “persona non- grata.” The 
Presbyterian Church was from the outset 
a resolite enemy of the stage. The theater 
was to it a sink of iniquity, where the Scariet 
Woman held undisputed sway. It was a 
place which a chureh member could not 
visit without endangering his immortal 
soul. Actors and actresses were the. ac- 
cursed brood of the Evil One. 

This view of the theater and its inhabi- 
tants, held by afl the evangelical churches, 
has been modified in the slow processes 
of time. It is admitted now that occasion- 
ally good can be found im the theatrical 
Nazareth and that there are on the stage 
some good men and women. Nevertheless, 
the churches are still unfriendly to the 
theaters, The spectacle of a Presbyterian 
minister and his family at a play would 
shock many of the members of his congre- 
gation, especially at the South, where there 
is more of the old-time severity than at 
the North.

A BARREN INVESTIGATION, 

It is not likely that. the committee of the 
House of Representatives which has been 
appointed to investigate the operations of 
Captain Christmas in connection with at- 
tempts made a few years ago to secure the 
negotiation of a treaty for the cession of 
the Danish West India Islands to the 
United States will discover anything, 
The State department, which has looked 
into this affair thoroughly, finds there is 
nothing in it, But as a member of the 
House has brought to its attention, as “a 
matter of high privilege,” certain state- 
ments ascribed to, and probably made by, 
Captain Ohristmas, the House could not 
properly refuse to undertake an investiga- 
tion in- which, as the member in question 
explained, there is no polities—nothing but 
a desire to ascertain the facts. 

According to the statement attributed to 
this Captain Christmas, he had contracts 
with certain lawyers according to which 
they, and, through them, certain members 
of Congress; were to have a share of the 
commission to be received by Captain 
Christmas from the Danish government if 
he brought about a sale of the West India 
Islands. The name of no member of Con- 


mentioned, but they are the names of per- 
sons in whom the public takes no interest, 
This is the old, old story. There is hardly 
a lobbyist in Washington who does not in- 
sinuate that there are members of Con- 
gress. who can be approached, and that he 
knows how to approach them. Should any 
measure for which he has worked _ get 
through Congress, he includes in his com- 
missions the sums alleged to have been paid 
by him to get the yotes of Congressmen. 
In reality, he buys nobody, and attempts 
to buy nobody. He simply makes money 
out of the credulity of his principal. 
The reputation of this man Christmas 
does not stand so high that a statement 
emanating from him abdut bribing Con- 
gressmen, or bribing anybody, for that mat- 
ter, is ‘entitled to weight or consideration, 
He seems to be an unscrupulous fellow, 
who hoped to make large commissions out 
of a real estate deal—the sale of the Danish 
Islands—and who, having been disappoint- 
ed in his expectations, is making manifest- 
ly untruthful statements. 
The House committee will investigate 
this matter thoroughly, only to report at 
the end that it was not worth investigating. 


A LOVERS’ TRUST, 

The foolish young men of Johnstown, 
Pa., recently formed a lovers’ trust. They 
made a list of the young maidens of Johns- 
town and parceled them out, one to each 
man, regardless of their charms or of their 
preferences and without even consulting 
them. It was argued that this plan,’ as 
in trade combinations, would not only save 
time and labor. but money. Celebs in 
search of a wife instead of squandering 
his funds upon a dozen or more young 
women, pending ‘his selection of the one 
to whom he would pay his addresses, could 
concentrate his blandishments upon one 
and thus save many dollars that otherwise 
would go for ice cream sodas, theater 
tickets, violets, kid gloves, jewelry, and the 
other articles which expedite the wooing of 
lovely woman. . 

The young men of Johnstown took kindly 
to the lovers’ trust and literally cornered 
the market of female charms. They*had 
little difficulty in parceling out the echarm- 
ers. For a time the scheme worked admir- 
ably. Every maiden in Johnstown had a 
steady companion and flattered herself by 
his indifference to the other maidens that 
she was already the chosen one and that 
the future was secure. After a time, how- 
ever, it was observed that the scheme did 
not work in the traditional manner. In the 
ordinary courtship the lover increases such 
little attentions as ice cfeam sodas, bon- 
bons, and violets in a regular progressive 
ratio up to the fatal day, after which there 
is a speedy decrescendo movement which 
eventually ends in the young woman's buy- 
ing her own sodas and bonbons, But in 
the case of this trust the decrescendo move- 
ment began at once.

ING EDWARD'S revival of the habit 
of taking snuff—at a dinner given at 
Mariborough House the other day he 
took snuff himself and handed round 
his jeweled snuff box—indicates that 

jeweled snuff boxes adorned with his portrait. 
surrounded by diamonds or with his armor- 
ial devices in precious’ stones will. figure 
largely in the presents which he will make to 
the representatives of foreign powers ac- 
credited to his court in connection with his 
coronation. 

Until the middle of the last century snuff 
boxes continued to play an important part. 
in international intercourse, constituting the 
most usual token of favor and good will on. 
the part of sovereigns and Princes towards 
foreign Ministers, diplomats, and courtiers. 
Indeed there are few court dignitaries of 
the older generation who have not received . 
one or more of these gifts, which in many in- 
stances found their way back after a*decent 
interval to the jeweler from whom they were . 
purchased in the first place. 

Among the expenses incurred in connection 
with Queen Victoria's coronation appears an 
item of $100,000 paid to one firm of jewelers 
alone for jeweled snuff boxes, presented to 
the foreign Ambassadors delegated to attend 
the ceremony, and I have known a certain 
aged official conngcted for nearly half a 
Century with the court of Berlin as assist- 
ant grand master of ceremonies who dur- 
ing the course of his long career had re- 
ceived more than 200 of these jeweled snuff 
boxes from royal and imperial visitors to 
the Prussian court.

Ac- 
cording to the German historian Jacoby, 
“whenever a member of our circle betrays 
signs of bad temper one of His friends holds 
forth his snuff box, and we haveall too much 
self-control, even under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, ever to resist its power."’

In an old comedy entitled ‘‘An Act at Ox- 
ford,”” produced at Drury Lane Theater in 
London toward the end of the eighteenth 
century, the heroine is made to exclaim, as 
the beau of the piece offers her his snuff box, 
“A spoon! That is very gallant. For to see 
some people run their fat fingers into a box
